NEW YORK Men’s growing appetite for 
fashion and a dressed-up look may turn 
out to be a retail bright spot this holiday 
season.

Chicagoans are really 
good at complaining 
about three things;

Is Black Friday dead? 

Not by a long shot— but this 
year the idea of stuffing all your 
shopping into the day after 
Thanksgiving just isn't what it used to be. 

Retailers have made it easier for Americans to eat tur- 
key, skip the nap and head to the mall before the dishes 
are even dry Since the recession, the race to snag shop- 
pers during the critical holiday season has prompted 
retailers to extend the annual shopping tradition well 
beyond Nov 25, While some bargain hunters relish the 
extra time to scout out doorbusters, others say it's just 
another extension of a fake holiday devised by store 
owners to grab more cash. 

“A lot of stores run promotions before Black Friday so 
I really don't think there’s a point to it,” Christine Man- 
cias, 24, of the Gold Coast said of the focus on Friday 

Last year, retailers attached the Black Friday term 
to sales spanning the month of November, With no- 
where else to go in 20ii, the event elbowed its way into 
Thanksgiving Day

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CHICAGOANS SPENDING LESS THIS YEAR 

Chicagoans plan So spend less on the holidays this year as they worry about the economy job 
security and rising prices, according to a report from Deloitte LLP due out Tuesday. 

At the same time, gift cards-for the first time in seven years-fell from the No. 1 spot on 
shopping lists as consumers seek more meaningful gifts, according to Deloitte’s annual holi- 
day spending intentions survey. Instead, clothing has overtaken gift cards as the most sought- 
after item. 

There were a number of people who felt gift cards were too impersonal,” said Tom 
Compernolle, principal at Deloitte Consulting LLP in Chicago, “There are a lot more options 
for buying clothing now.” tribune 


For the first time, Toys R Us was scheduled 
to open at 9 p.m, Thanksgiving Day. Wal- 
Mart was slotted for 10 p.m. Macy’s, Best 
Buy, Kohrs and 'target, along with most ma- 
jor shopping malls, were due to unlock their 
doors at midnight. By 4 a.m.J.G* Penney and 
Sears were scheduled to join the retailing 
madness. 

“This is the silly season,” said Colin Mc- 
Granahan, analyst at Sanford C* Bernstein 
Sc Co., an independent research firm in New 
York. “Somebody thought they could gener- 
ate an advantage by opening earlier, and then 
everyone followed, so there is no advantage.” 

In the minds of retailers, ranking among 
the first to open their doors meant a better 
shot at capturing revenue. 'The tactic is par- 
ticularly important for discount chain stores, 
whose core customers are typically on tighter 
budgets. 

But critics contend that the earlier hours 
spoil the Black Friday experience when online 
shopping is pervasive and consumers demand 
more fun from bricks-and- mortar stores, 

“As a brand, Black Friday is totally dif- 
fused,” said Susan Nelson, executive director 
of consumer insights at Landor Associates, a 
New York-based brand consulting firm. ‘Tra- 
ditionally, it has meant getting up at the crack 
of dawn to get the cheapest price. These days 
the bargain part is watered down and nothing 
new has come to replace it. Retailers could be 
doing such fun things with music and food 
and entertainment. We’re just not there yet.” 

Target, on a mission to boost sales, started 
the frenzy be tore Halloween when the cheap- 
chic discounter announced that its stores 
would open at midnight on Black Friday for 
the first time. When the other national chains 
followed, a backlash ensued from workers 
who would have to sleep through Thanksgiv- 
ing dinner to work the midnight shift. 

Midnight shopping on Black Friday isiTt 
new, however. Shopping malls have hosted 
midnight madness sales for years on Black Fri- 
day to snatch some of the attention lavished 
on the pre-dawn doorbuster sales at the big- 
box chains. 

For many the hectic event in any form is an 
annual thing. 

“If I didn’t have the tradition with my mom, 
I probably wouldn’t go,” said Tyler White 


Cotton, 26, of Lincoln Park. “I would prob- 
ably start looking for online deals so I can 
stay home and avoid the lines* It can be a little 
stress bit. But the tradition makes it worth it*” 

For their part, experts are forecasting a re- 
cord turnout on Black Friday. 

The National Retail Federation predicts 
152 million Americans will shop on Friday 
Saturday or Sunday up from an estimated 138 
million last year. In its annual Black Friday 
survey the Washington, D*C .-based retail 
trade group found that 33 percent of respon- 
dents “definitely” plan to shop on Black Fri- 
day weekend, up from 27 percent in 2010, The 
percentage of respondents who “maybe” plan 


to shop remained steady at 35 percent. 

Likewise, consumer behavior expert Britt 
Bee me r predicts that for the first time, more 
than half of all Americans will be shopping 
on Black Friday up from 48 percent last year. 
And more than half of all shoppers are look- 
ing for a deal for their homes, such as a piece 
of furniture or a mattress, instead of a holiday 
gift. 

“Black Friday has become the day for con- 
sumers to buy a big-ticket item,” said Beemer, 
chairman and founder of Charleston, S.C.- 
based America’s Research Group. “It has 
nothing to do with the holidays.”

Hudson says 
a twist of fate 
saved her life

MAGGIE DALEY DIES 


M Tonight we grieve for the Daley family. Chicago 

has lost a warm and gracious First Lady who con- 
tributed immeasurably to our city ... While Mayor Daley 
served as the head of this city Maggie was its heart."

Maggie Daley, who dedicated herself to chil- 
dren's issues and the arts while also zealously 
guarding her family's privacy during 22 years as 
Chicago's First Lady died a little after 6 p*m* 
Thursday more than nine years after she was di- 
agnosed with breast cancer. She was 68 , 

Mrs* Daley was surrounded by her husband 
and family members at her home, according to 
Jacquelyn Heard, a family friend and the former 
mayor's spokeswoman* 

“The mayor and his family would like to 
thank the people of Chicago for the kindness 
they have shown Mrs. Daley over the years, 
and they appreciate your prayers at this time/' 
I leard said. 

Mrs* Daley had been hospitalized several 
times since her diagnosis, and in recent years 
had often used a walker, crutches or wheelchair 
during public appearances. 

Yet she remained a study in upbeat and gra- 
cious perseverance, downplaying her own strug- 


gles and eager to cast a spotlight on the needs 
of others. 

As her husband Richard Daley ruled 
Chicago, she usually sought to avoid the lime- 
light. 

But in the background she wielded great in- 
fluence over her husband, and he in turn used his 
power to benefit causes she championed — from 
transforming Meigs Field into a nature park to 
showering public funds on an after school char- 
ity she founded* 

After what a family spokeswoman described 
as “a difficult summer” for Mrs, Daley she at- 


-Mayor Rahm Emanuel, in a statement 

tended the Nov* tj wedding of her daughter 
Elizabeth “Tally” Daley to Sam Hotchkiss at the 
upscale Spiaggia restaurant on North Michigan 
Avenue* 

The event had been set for New Year's Eve, 
but was suddenly moved up in apparent defer- 
ence to Mrs. Daley's failing health. In wedding 
photos Mrs* Daley was with her family beaming 
as always* 

In addition to her husband, Mrs* Daley is 
survived by a son, Patrick- two daughters, Nora 
Daley Conroy and Elizabeth (Tally); and three 
grandchildren* 


Though Jennifer Hudson long has 
refrained from talking in detail 
about the 2008 murders of her 
mother, brother and 7-year-old 
nephew in Chicago, the Oscar 
winner finally revealed the simple 
twist of fate that literally saved 
her life. 

Hudson says her f lance, pro 
wrestler David Otonga, suggest- 
ed she visit him in Florida the 
weekend of the killings. 

“That’s one of the things that 
saved my life, because i could 
have been home with my mom 
then Hudson told Ebony maga- 
zine. Otuoga “wanted me to 
come out to Florida with him in- 
stead of going to Chicago.” 

While Hudson was in Florida, 
Her 57-year-old mother, Darnell 
Donerson, and brother, Jason 
Hudson, were gunned down. 
Nephew Julian King, reported 
missing in the wake of the shoot- 
ings, was found dead the follow- 
ing Monday in the back of an SUV. 
Hudson says she immediately 
went into hiding.

William Balfour, a love inter- 
est of Jennifer s sister Julia, was 
arrested in December 2008 and 
faces three counts of first-degree 
murder and one count of home 
invasion. After years of continu- 
ances, a judge said last week that 
the case will be tried in February.

Peek inside a famous restaurant 
that you’ll never, ever dine at

REDEYE 

Despite the title of Gereon Wetzel’s documen- 
tary “El Bulli: Cooking in Progress,” there is, 
in fact, no cooking in progress at El Bulli. The 
avant-garde restaurant in the coastal town of 
Roses, Spain, closed several months ago. 

When it was open, Ferran Adria’s restau- 
rant arguably was the most famous in the 
world. During its last season, the three-star 
Michelin restaurant received 2 million 
requests for only 8,000 seats. Those who 
snagged reservations dined on a 30 -course 
meal comprising eccentric dishes such as 
ravioli with a dissolving exterior and an ice 
“lake” topped with freeze-dried peppermint 
to the tune of 250 euro. 

Since El Bulli, reportedly operating at a loss 
for several years, closed due to financial issues 
earlier in 2011, 1 expected that a documentary 
about the restaurant would at least touch on 
its financial state. The closest acknowledge- 
ment comes when Adria’s head chefs visit the 
market and buy comically small quantities— a

half-dozen grapes, two stalks 
of asparagus— for experi- 
ments in their test kitchen. 

Who would imagine the most 
famous restaurant in the world 
really had to be so frugal? 

Instead, the film moderate- 
ly succeeds pulling back the 
curtain on the creative pro- 
cess. The fly-on-the-wall view of Adria and his 
staff is enlightening at times, such as when a 
chef explains how adding an ice cube from his 
cocktail to a fish-and-gravy dish at a restau- 
rant in Brazil sparked an idea for a potential 
dish. It’s also boring at others, especially for 
the first third of the film, which is dominated 
by a whole lot of near-silent chopping. 

The most enthralling moment for many 
will be a photo slideshow that shows all of 


the whimsical dishes that the chefs have 
created— before the sad realization hits that 
you’ll never actually be able to dine there. 

Chef Grant Achatz (whose stint at El Bulli 
as a young chef sparked further interest in 
experimental cuisine) is preparing to serve an 
El Bulli-inspired menu this winter at Next, 
his ticketed restaurant that reboots its menu 
quarterly Good luck getting tickets to that 
one.
